JK  r  ;muum  ..f  llie  articles  which  it  is  iatomled  to  make  suhjoot  to 
a  t'oreijni  duly,  whihi  leaving  the  colonial  import  free,  and  out  of 
thus  iunount  (  anada  do<>s  not  at  (ho  i)ro«mt  tinu>  supply  more,  tlian 
oiiO  eighth.  She  ha.<,  therefore,  an  opjx.rt unity  to  increase  her  ex- 
port of  tJies«'  particular  articles  to  eight  tiuus  their  present  amount. 
•Sh<>  has,  further,  the  chnnw  of  increa-sing  her  total  o.xiwrts  from 
i3 117,000,000  to  any  figure  Aw  i.s  aide  to  supply  in  tho  import  by 
f}.e  United  Kingihmi  from  foreign  countries  iiloue.  of  $L',t):it»,0<>0,- 
(Mii).  ihe  marki't  heing  only  limittMl  liy  our  [niwer  to  prodiiw. 

Tho  benefit  would  manif(*itly  accrue  first  of  all  to  tho  Agri- 
cultural interist.  'I'hi-^  is  the  most  imi>oi-tant  element  in  our  popu- 
lation. A  Canadian  (Jovemment  is  hound  to  realize  that  what<>ver 
tends  to  improve  the  condition  of  tho  Canadian  fanner,  and  to  in- 
crease the  farming  poptdation  should  ho  an  object  of  the  tir>^t  solici- 
tude on  the  part  of  tliOM-  who  dirtvt  our  public  ixdiey.  If  life 
on  a  farm  could  he  .surrounded  with  jis  jxreat  oomforta  and  as  groiit 
facilities  fur  social  intercourse  a.s  the  life  of  people  in  the  towns. 
Canada  would  be  the  ideal  homo  of  the  fiiuvt  impulation  the  world 
oould  contain. 

As  agaonst  sueh  a  corL?uuiing  market,  what  i^;  the  extent  of  tho 
lUArkot  C.nu.la  can  hope  for  by  limiting  and  rcetricting  her  tradv> 
with  the  Tnited  Kingdom?  In  other  words  what  proportion  of  the 
inhabitants  or  producers  of  Canada  have  any  interc«t,  however 
■light,  adverse  to  a  policy  of  freer  trade  witliin  the  Empire? 

The  great  bulk  of  Canadian  manufar.turing  enterprises    are 
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connected  with  articlefl  iu  which  the  eouipotition  of  the  mother 
country  i^  of  comparatively  small  importance.  Our  jfreat  com- 
petitor in  thew',  ba  well  m  in  agricultural  {)rr)dui«,  i^  the  United 
Btate«.  Wo  may  try  to  estimate  tho  relative  im|)ortanco  of  the 
maniifacttirerB  whose  busineai  might  be  affected  by  British  competi- 
tion as  compared  with  other  mauufacturom  whot^o  buanetw  would 
n"t  b«  affifU'^l.  u!i(l  t<)  the  latter  are  to  be  added  all  the  other  occi^- 
pations  of  the  Canadian  peopla 

Finst  then  the  population  of  Canada  was  divided  iu  the  corL-n.-t 
of  1891  into  six  general  clasees,  and  the  ratio  of  each  clan  to  evi  i y 
hundred  engaged  in  all  occupations  wa«  a**  follows:

I  propos,.  to  show  that  of  tho  1,029.480  belonging  to  the  clasa 
manufacturing  and  industrial,  considerably  more  than  half,  or 
690,924  are  engaged  in  manufacturing  enterpri.sfts  which  could  not 
be  affected  by  British  competition.  If  these  are  added  to  the  other 
five  chL^^cs  above  mentioned,  it  gives  a  i)opulation  of  4,898,314, 
whose  industries  would  not  be  affected  by  British  competition,  and 
aUowing  all  other  manufacturing  and  mechauical  pursuita  to  re- 
main  (although  they  also  include  all  the  smaller  industries,  most  of 
which  probably  also  belong  to  the  first  class),  the  total  of  these 
M  only  438,561  or  42.6  per  cent,  of  the  manufacturing  and  me- 
chanical class,  or  8.2  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population.

Even  if  ovorj-  individual  pngnpc<l  in  or  dependent  upon  the  in- 
dustries in  which  the  mother  country  could  compete,  wero  to 
spend  his  whole  wages  in  the  put  .iii.«e  of  agricultural  produce,  it 
would  be  only  a  market  of  from  80,000  to  .".00,000  persons  agiiiiirt 
a  market  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  40,000,000. 

The  total  wages  earned  even  if  all  spent  would  l)o  from  $10.. 
000,000  if  we  confine  ourselves  to  Table  1  T..  to  $46,000,000.  if 
we  exclude  all  except  Table  II,  apninst  an  expenditure  by  tho 
United  Kingdom  as  sho\\-n  in  Table  T.  of  $.').T 7.000,000,  now  .ic- 
tually  made  on  importe<l  agricultural  produce. 

The  volume  of  the  census  of  1901  dealing  with  these  matters 
is  not  yet  published,  but  if  the  classification  under  the  new  census 
were  followed,  the  result  would  greatly  ac^-entuato  tho  conclusions 
above  drawn.  In  the  old  census,  mechanical  and  manufacturing 
establishments  in  which  only  one  person  might  be  engaged,  were 
included.

Some  person,  raid  to  b«)  tlio  largtvt  liold«r  of  cotton  fctocka  in 
Montreal,  wrote  to  a  Lond.m  paper  caying  that  the  manufacturers 
of  Canada  were  favourable  to  Air.  ChanibcrUinV  propoeaU,  but 
they  could  not  he  expectca  to  put  their  hand  in  their  pocket 
in  order  to  give  a  return.  This  wa«  quoted  by  Lord 
Koeebery  w  cxpnsBing  the  opinion  of  tho  people  of  Can- 
ada. Thoee  "caterans"  should  be  made  to  understand  that 
tliey  are  not  asked  to  put  their  hand  in  their  pocket,  but  to  tako 
tiieir  hand  out  of  other  pt^oplc-'s  pockotx.

.lered  to  e  free  fron.  the  stig:^  that  fonnerly 'attached  tX 
i>ositioii  of  a  servant 

Both  of  these  objection*  must  be  fairly  met 
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Perhaps  tho  spooti.l  difficulty  in  nt  th«  root  of  tlio  «holo  trouble. 
The  amount  of  n.om«y  rcccivwl  by  a  domwUc  eervant  U  probably 
fully  aii  lai^e  ba  tho  amount  received  by  the  ordinary  fiu-t.ny  cm- 
ployeo.  Tho  actual  amount  reocive.!  in  (.n.-h  by  a  cotnp.tciit  fa.torv 
Rirl  may  bo  more  in  many  ciwa,  but  not  tho  averaxro  hand.     Boinc: 
however,  free  to  spend  her  uapea  oh  sho  likes,  the  genoral  tondenov- 
H  for  such  girls  to  eeonomizo  in  expendituro  for  f  )ih1  and  nourish- 
ment, and  to  spend  rather  extravagantly  on  luxuri(«  and  drww  and 
Hrnanicnt.  As  a  rule,  howovor,  tho  faetory  jfirl  in  not  iw  w<  11  fr<l  ..p 
as  well  nourished   ns  the  dorae,*tic    servant,  and  tlio  tendency    oi 
^uch  employment  is  thus  towards  deterioration  in  tho  physical  con- 
'lifion  r.f  the  frnuile  jM)pn!iiti(.n,  and  indirectly  of  tho  whol.>  popu- 
lation.    Tho  servant  nnd.«r  onlinarv  conditions  nxjeives  abundance 
of  good  nourishing  Uxn],  and  the  physical  cx)n<Ution  of  the  famiw  , 
daughter  and  of  the  donici^tic  servant   u  s«>  miicJi  superior  ta  tha"! 
of  tho  factory  employe,  that  it  should  bo  an  objwt  of  tho  Govern - 
nient  t>  dLs«-onrage  rather  than  encourage  the  employment  of  wo- 
men  and  girls  in  factories.     While,  therefore,  it  would  bo  folly  to 
think  of  pr.-venting  women  and  giris  from  seeking  factory  •■mplr.y, 
iiient,  there  is  certainly  no  reason  why  wo  should  subsid'izo  mit  af 
tho  people's  taxes  establishmenta  intend«>d  to  draw  Uiem  from  nmro 
•li'sirable  occupations. 

Thin  argument  has  much  moro  weight  in  (  anaida  tJian  in  tho 
mother  countr>-.  There,  there  is  a  largo  surplus  of  women  ovar 
men.  namely.  l.'i.-JS.OOS,  more  than  a  million  and  a  (pmrter.  AVith 
us  there  is  a  lack  of  women  amounting  to  i;n,80:.  on  tin*  la«t  ren- 
siia.  We  cAiinot  afford  our  young  women  to  b.»  unduly  drawn 
from  tho  domestic  employments. 

The  other  difficulty,  however,  is  one  that  miL«t  l>o  faced,  and 
faced  in  a  broadly  Chrisfian  spirit.  The  social  oonditaon  of  ih-i 
women  engaged  in  domoetio  (TOploynumt  should  be  raiwed.  'J'h»" 
housemaid— pretty  little  Polly  Perkiiu-^should  bo  brought  to  a 
poeition  of  perfect  social  equality  with  the  clerk  who  is  omploye.l  in 
warehou3es  and  bank?. 

There  is  no  use  in  attempting  to  abolish  class  distinctions.     If 
would  be  folly  to  insist  that  every  Penant  is  entitled  to  tho  earn 
consideration  and  social  rank  as  her  mistreas.     We  do  not  insi>i 
that  every  clerk  in  a  mercantile  cstabiifihrnent  should  expect  to  a 
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•oeitta  on  tcnna  of  pcifc ol  oqiiolity  wth  hin  employer.  Thep 
■Iwayi  bo  difference  of  rank,  whf  thor  thrsp  are  btf>ed  on  adva 
of  education  or  on  degrees  of  relative  wealth.  So  long  m  \ 
propjTtv  is  recognized  in  society,  no  long  therf  must  hei  diffe 
of  wealth.  And  ditrcrenee  of  wealth,  in  epito  of  all  that  can  \ 
or  done  to  tlio  eontrary,  will  preserve  difference  in  srrial 
There  id  no  use  in  n  iiiiin  with  an  incomo  of  SnOO  attempt: 
fc'>^ociate  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  man  whoso  inco 
$10,000,  and  these  are  pi-obahly  tho  most  real  distinctions 
existing  in  Fociety.  There  is  no  uw,  on  .  tho  other  ha 
attempting  to  compel  the  man  who  is  highly  educated  and  r 
to  associate  on  t^-niis  of  perfect  social  eqiiality  with  the  man  \ 
ignorant  and  coarse,  and  this  is  a  distinctioji  that  not  onl.i 
exist,  but  thnt  moet  go,,!  men  will  concede  hould  ex  I 
manontly. 

But  while  iidTiiittiiie  the  mx-ess^fy  of  social  distinction* 
ui>on  wealth  on  the  <jiie  hand,  and  upon  education  and  refin( 
on  the  other,  these,  distinc  Ions  should  be  modified  in  euch  i 
that  they  will  not  apply  t4)  industrial  occupations.    A  servar 
ehould  be  no  longer  eallrd  a  servant  girl.    She  might  bo  ca 
housemaid  or  whatever  other  term  she  may  prefer,  but  it  shouli 
name  that  will  banish  utterly  the  idea  of  sen-itude  or  of  neces 
inferior  social  standing.     AVe  may  be  pennitted  to  hope  that  i 
connexion  any  such  es.sentially  ignorant  and  vulga    name  as  " 
lady"  may  be  avoided.     The  word  "lady"  should  be  resen-cd  i 
proper  meaning,  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  a  commercia 
ployment.     If  a  male  employee  in  a  merchant's  establishrat 
called  a  salesman,  a  woman  taking  up  the  wcupation    might 
herself  a  saleswoman,  or  any  other  name  that  would  proper! 
ecribo  her  position ;  but  it  is  an  abuse  of  lang\iago  to  drag  in  si 
term  as  "lady"  into  connexion  with  such  a  subject.     It  is  the 
kind    of    abuse    of    language  as  that  which  talks  of  "buildi 
home,"  as  if  a  home  could  be  created  out  of  brick  and  mortar, 
might  as  well  talk  of  building  a  family.     !Men  and  women  of 
will  always  have  the  strongest  repugnance  to  language  that  fal 
tho  whole  conditions  of  life. 

This,  however,  is  a  side  remark.  The  point  contended  for  is 
domestic  service  is  the  mo.et  desirable  sphere  for  the  employ: 
of  the  energies  of  women,  but  it  should  not  be  called  domestic 
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▼ice;  becauae  the  women  engaging  in  it  nhould  not  be  acrvont*  any 
more  than  other  employees,  but  should  l>e  «nial  to  those  of  the 
•ame  degree  of  education  and  refinement  occupying  other  poatioxu 
ill  society. 

The  well  oduciited  woman  who  is  willing  to  earn  her  livelihood! 
by  uking  n  pos^ifion  in  which  she  shall  have  household  dutiea  to 
perfonn  for  a  salary  ;diould  retain  evorv  advantajte  of  social  rank 
that  »ho  cnjoyt'd  in  her  own  family.  We  have  a  Victorian  Order 
of  Nurses.  Let  iis  have  an  Ale.xaiidrau  Order  of  Hoii.-iCiiiaids;  not  to 
increase  the  nite  of  wages  and  so  prevent  families  of  moderate 
niiiuis  from  being  able  to  afford  tliom;  but  to  seoure  recognition  of 
8o.iiil  rank  in  Mich  a  way  as  to  make  it  the  desire  of  our  bostyouiiR 
Women  to  enter  upon  this  kind  of  life,  to  earn  simply  fair  wages, 
but  to  have  a  comfortable  j  J  r(*{x>cted  po>ition  in  society,  while 
qualifying  themselve«i  in  the  best  way  to  make  good  wives. 

-But  let  the  order  bj  national,  not  international.  Let  our  young 
women  feel  that  if  our  own  country  there  arc  those  who  take  the 
greatott  interi'^t  in  their  true  welfare,  and  let  them  not  forget  that 
the  greatest  danger  to  harmony  and  prosperity  in  a  community  is 
the  orfianisatiou  of  Micieties  based  on  antagonism  between  labour 
and  eapital,  wliioli  under  the  guise  of  international  breadth  lead  to 
the  neglect  of  the  patriotic  duty  owed  l)y  every  eiti/en  to  his  or 
her  own  people.  So-called  International  unions  o|X'rated  or  direct- 
ed from  the  rniled  States  are  never  international  or  cosmopolitan 
in  any  true  ?ense,  and  are  generally  anti-Hritisli. 

We  contend  then  that  girls  should  not  be  drawn  by  special  in- 
ducements into  the  employ  of  manufacturers,  because  the  women 
so  employed  arc  often  a  loss  and  not  a  gain  to  the  country  in  which 
they  dwell. 

If  this  be  conceded,  there  still  remain  the  male  employees 
engaged  in  the  actual  operation  of  manufacturing,  and  this 
is  the  only  c]a.«s  iiesides  the  owners  of  factorias  whose  interest  is 
properly  opposed  to  that  of  the  importer  and  his  employees,  and  of 
the  consumer  who  ha^*  no  interest  to  favour  one  rather  than  the 
otlier.  The  men  and  boys  engaged  in  the  industries  in  Table  IV, 
niunber  l'),.!?.'');  in  Tables  IV.,  V.  and  VI.,  97,759. 

It  is  very  true  that  there  are  many  young  people  in  every 
couiitry  who  do  not  wish  to  remain  on  the  farm.*,  who  desire  em- 
ployment in  the  cities,    and  if  they  do  not  get  it  here,    they    will 
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leave  the  co.mtry  and  ro  t*.  Mom«  j.Ince  where  they  oin  get  it. 
M  one  of  the  most  r.>wonablo  arjfiimenU  in  favour  of  encoui 
mtnufactiirinff.  I^t  us  soo  whether  it  would  bo  unwanonab 
Jerfered  with  by  Cana^la  corwonting  to  meet  the  nritish  prefj 
bj  a  reduction  of  dutica  on  artiolee  imiwrted  from  the  n 
oountry. 

■  If  Canada  is  to  ho.  n  prrcat  country  fho  mtwt  liavo  great 
There  are  many  of  the  branched  of  civilizaUon  tliat  cannot 
•xcept  in  larpe  and  wealthy  oitit>8;  and  in  thcw  citi«.  thore 
be  great  diversity  of  ocvnpation.  Would  tho  growth  of  our 
be  unron^onably  interfered  with  by  freer  trade  within  tho  B 
Empire? 

Aa  far  a»  Montnnl  is  c/)ncem«l,  there  cnn  be  no  such  d 
of  a  loes  of  its  popuIaUon.  Standing  at  the  head  of  ocean  n, 
tion  and  provide<l  with  facUities  for  handling  tho  con.merco 
mint  exifit  between  tho  Canadian  farni.T,  miner  and  lunibei 
and  his  providers,  Montreal  must  have  a  largo  population  fo 
dutribution  of  articles  of  consumption,  wlu^ther  tho  articles  bo 
ufactured  in  tho  country  or  be  imported  from  abroad.  If  w 
control  tho  trade  of  supplying  the  Canadian  Went  in  return  f 
fording  them  a  good  market  for  th«r  produco,  wo  cannot  d( 
without  a  very  large  population. 

The  largest  towna  the  world  has  seen,  however,  have  not 
manufacturing  to^vns.  Nearly  all  tho  great  and  wealthy  tow 
ancient  and  modem  times  have  been  commercial  and  dttribi 
importing  and  exporUng  to^vnil,  and  not  many  of  tho  greatoi 
them  have  been  peculiarly  manufacturing  t/)wns. 

In  Enjrland,  London  would  not  be  cialled  a  manufacti 
towTi.  The  large  population  there  certainly  requires  the  man 
turing  of  many  articles  close  at  hand,  but  London  is  aot  pr 
nently  a  manufacturing  town.  The  great  cotton  industry  whi 
displayed  before  the  worid  at  the  present  time  as  the  great  » 
of  Englpjid's  prosperity,  is  not  carric<l  on  in  London.  It  woul 
pear  that  not  more  than  perhaps  400,000  out  of  London's  po 
tion  of  4,500,000  are  engaged  in  industries  that  in  any  reasoi 
aenee  could  be  considered  manufacturing.  And  yet  it  is  Lo: 
and  not  Manchester,  that  is  the  centre  of  the  civilisation  of  ( 
Britain. 
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Glasgow  is  a  groat  manufacturing  town,  but  her  importance  U 
not  by  any  mcaii'*  (•x.'Iur«ivily  due  to  her  mnnufacturing  procmi* 
nenco.     It  in  as  u  trading  centre  that  fJlunguw  !•*  mo*t  flourishing. 

Liverpxil  again  i.-*  not  Ut  a.  great  extent  a.  iniuiiifacturing  town, 
but  is  the  greatest  centre  of  shipping  in  the  world.  N'either  Dub- 
lin nor  Kdinburgh  !■*  u  niiitmfiictnring  centri'. 

Even  Mani'hi  ..ter,  wliieh  is  us  nearly  as  p>ssil)le  a  manufactur- 
ing metn>iHjlis,  is  far  fr.-m  biin^r  cxcliisiv.  ly  d(|M  ii<hrit  nn  maun- 
factun-s.  Ont  of  a  population  in  that  city  of  544,000,  only  17,000 
are  engaged  in  cotton  niaimfactiircs.  In  all  Ijiiiciisliire  only  about 
230,000  (of  whom  hS,(i(io  male.-)  out  of  a  iM.pnlation  of  4,40H,4*^3 
are  in  the  cotton  industry. 

In  all  Kngland  out  of  oV(  r  14,000,000  pcr-^ons  in  all  «iMM'.ilir.i 
occuj>ations,  about,  (WJti.OOO  are  in  tli,'  <-ott4»n  industry  iu  all  ita 
branches,  while  tin  re  are  over  1,100,000  pcr-ons  employed  iik 
fanuf,  \      ds  and  Hardens. 

EngJMid,  mnn'ov(  r,  luu-'  developed  lier  great,  manufacturing 
interests  umh'r  a  sy?t«'m  of  free  trade,  and,  therefore,  it  does  not 
seem  reasonable  to  insist  that  freer  trade  is  likely  to  ruin  a  town 
like  Montreal  or  Toronto  or  a  country  like  ('amida, 

Civilisati  111,  therefore,  in  so  fur  as  it  depends  upon  town  life,  is 
dependent  upon  a  large  iM)p\dation,  but  it  is  not  in  any  way  bound' 
up  with  that  i>opnlation  bring  engaged  in  manufacturing  enter- 
prises. 

In  iho  United  States,  New  York,  by  far  the  most  importan; 
city,  is  not  preeminently  a  manufacturing  town,  nor  in  ("hicag"  in 
any  special  degree.  She  owes  her  great  and  rapid  development,  not 
to  manufacturing,  but  to  handling  and  shipping  tlm  agrieultiir.i'. 
produce  of  the  great  and  rapidly  increasing  West  and  to  sup- 
plying their  wants  in  return.  It  is  trade,  not  manufactures,  that 
builds  up  these  greatest  of  towns. 

San  Francisco,  again,  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  is  not  noted  as  a 
manufacturing  town.  She  exists  by  reason  of  trade  in  tlie  exporting 
of  wheat,  of  fruit  and  of  the  products  of  the  mines,  and  tho  import 
both  by  rail  and  by  water  of  what  is  required  for  the  great  popula 
tion  of  the  Pacific  States. 

On  the  other  hand,  Lowell  and  Pittsburg  and  certain  other 
great  towns  in  the  United  States,  are  great  centres    of    manufac- 
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t..r«,  but  they  do  not  compare  u  centres  of  civilLmtion  with  thi

Corinth,  the 
n  ost  luxurious,  wealthy  and  powerful  city,  owed  her  great  devel 
oi-ment  and  importance  to  her  commercial  situation,  to  her  ship- 
ping  and  commerce  and  not  to  manufacturing. 

Rome  wa^  not  nott-d  as  a  great  manufacturing  town,  and  yet 

thus  attained  a  higher  degree  of  civilisation  than  any  other  place, 
during  many  of  the  most  important  centuries  of  human  history 
tarhage  was  not  a  manufacturing,  but  a  commereial  town 
;.rthag.nia„  commerce  spr.ad  over  all  the  seas  known  to  the  an- 
cient world,  and  brought  wealth  and  renown  to  her  people.  Ven- 
»oe  the  beautiful  town  of  the  Adriatic,  attained  her  greatest  de- 
velopment as  a  purely  commercial  town,  and  brought  civilisation 
and  art  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection,  much  of  which  is  retained  to 
the  present.

If,  Uicrof(H«,  we  wish  to  build  up  large,  populous  and  powerful 
citiea,  wo  can  do  ao  nturo  by  the  encoui«4;ptnont  of  trade  thin  by 
impoiing  fetton  upon  our  trade,  in  the  hope  of  foctering  unnfttunl 
niunufocturing  indiii^trioab 

Nor  rdiould  wo  Inno  Might  «>f  tho  fact  that  a  large  importing 
trade  is  a  great  nntionnl  Ix'in'fit.  Freo  intrrcounw  with  the  rwt  of 
tliu  world  onlar^i*  our  idca^  and  tontU  to  Ktanip  out  the  wretched 
intluenco  of  pruviticiali«ni,  which  inanifontit  itrvlf  in  England  in  thn 
school  known  aii  tho  Littlu  Knglondem,  who  cam  notliing  for  tboii* 
F.inpire  beyond  tho  m^&*,  and  in  Ciinnda  by  tho  narrow-minded 
cry  of  Cunnda  for  tin-  Cunadiniw,  in!>t<'ad  of  < 'iinada  for  humanity. 
II  iwever  preat  nri'  the  excellencies  of  the  cliarncter  of  the  Amer- 
ican people,  it  i^  a  national  defect  that  they  regard  everything  too 
exclusively  from  tho  pf)int  of  view  of  American  intoreets.  Ezcea- 
aivo  dovotion  to  otir  KeltiMh  intenwt**,  whether  i>or8onal,  family,  pro- 
vincial or  natioaal,  hiw  a  tendency  to  lower  the  charact««r  and  to  d*- 
etroy  that  liberality  of  mind  which  loolw  to  the  realiiwtion  of  the 
idea  of  brotherhood  of  mankind.  Importing  moana  intercourse 
with  outaido  countrice.  It  means  many  a  trip  back  and  forward  by 
merchants  and  their  employee*,  and  it  al.-w  means  nuuiy  a  visit  of 
out'^iders  to  onr  **horc<»,  and  brings  the  people  of  onr  seaports  *nd 
even  of  the  interior  into  more  frequent  contact  with  people  of  other 
lands  and  of  other  nations.  Both  provincialism  and  tho  notion  of 
raci"  dominance  militate  against  tho  spirit  of  largo  humanity  which 
seeks  tho  good  of  all  nations  and  of  all  racee.  And  in  our  Empire 
it  is  specially  important  that  intercourse  should  take  place  between 
our  different  lands  and  between  the  members  of  the  many  races 
that  have  united  together  under  the  British  flag. 

-Vnother  class  tliat  stands  to  benefit  rather  than  to  lose  by  freer 
trade  within  the  Empire  is  an  ordinarj'  working  close,  tho  bands 
in  those  establishments,  large  and  small,  that  sell  by  retail  to  the 
consuming  public.  This  department  of  industry  is  not  concerned  to 
any  important  degree  with  whether  the  goods  they  sell  aro  manu- 
factured at  home  or  abroad.  These  aro  dependent  upon  a  large  popu- 
lation, with  money  to  pay  for  what  it  would  buy.  Our  great  do- 
pai-;  mental  stores,  which  j;ive  employment  to  a  great  army  of  hands, 
lintli  male  and  female,  would  be  favourably  rather  than  un- 
favourably affected  by  freer  trade  within  the  Empire.  Many 
good  travelling  and  visiting  customers  would  be  attracted  to  thee.)

Nor  have  farmers  in  the  United  Kingdom  any  interest  in  retar.l- 
ng  the  growth  of  the  colonies.  This  cannot  be  prevented  in  any 
case.  But  if  it  takes  plane  through  British  co-operation,  the  lan.ls 
will,  in  all  hkehhood,  remain  staunchly  British.  If  it  takes  place 
without,  through  an  influx  of  foreign  settlers,  can  we  be  sure  that 
hey  will  prefer  British  connexion  to  secession  ?

Jrom  foriign  ci.untrie^*  the  inip.»rt*  are  dutiable  $81,553,000, 
free  $U5,o41»,(tU0,  total  $148,003,000. 

On  exujuining  tliew  Hats  1  find  that  the  free  imports  from  foi^ 
eign  countries  con»ist  cliietly  of  raw  materials  used  in  manufactur- 
ing  and  a  lew  neeeswiies  of  life  hucIi  as  coiil.      The  only  things 
among   those    now    ini|M)iteil    from    foreign    countries    which    could 
Ih-  obtained  from  the  mother  country,  appear  to  be  anthracite,  $7,- 
021,000;  Uxr^,  ^kins,  silk  and  wool,  which  are  not  produced  in  the 
mother  country,  although  a  part  of  the  import  comes  through  thtt 
country;  undressed  hemp,  of  which  half  is  now  received  from  Brit- 
i^h  countrie.s;  ,lrugs,  dyes  and  chemicals,  which  are  so  diverse  that 
nothing  general  can  be  iwsertcnl  about  them;  brass,  copper,  iron  and 
steel,  of  which  we  n-ceivo  more  than  thrcv  times  as  much  from  for- 
eign as  from  ilritiih  countries;  and  tin,  of  which  three-fourths  al- 
ready come  from  the  United  Ivingdom. 

]t  does  not  aj)pear  that  any  wmsidorable  part  of  these  free  goodj 
could  be  excluded  or  made  dutiable  without  aggravating  the  in- 
jury which  it  may  be  pret«'nded  JiriUah  compotiUon  would  do  to 
our  manufacturers.  A  few  trifling  items  might  be  made  taxable 
when  coming  from  foreign  countries,  but  I  think  theee  would  be  aa 
insiigniHcant  jKirt. 

As  to  the  dutiable  imports  I  have  gone  through  the  list  in  two 
ways:  First  taking  thoeo  of  which  it  appears  to  be  possible  that  the 
mother  country  might  send  us  some  portion  of  what  wo  now  import 
from  foreigners,  and  the  total  import*  of  such  goods  amount  Ij 
$43,073,000. 

Secondly,  I  deducted  from  the  total  amount  of  the  dutiable  im- 
ports from  foreign  countries,  namely,  from  $81,553,000  articlja 
that  1  feel  quite  certain  could  not  be  imported  from  the  mother 
country,  and  those  amoimt  to  $22,495,000  leaving  a  balance  of 
$50,058,000  as  the  residue.

We  have  given  the  amount  of  wages  eamc<l  by  those  employ- 
ed in  the  various  induj>tries.  But  it  may  bo  pretended  that  our 
manufacturing  establishments  also  afford  a  market  to  the  farmers 
for  raw  materials.  Incidentally,  no  doubt,  they  will  purchase  certain 
quantities  of  articles  produced  in  Canada,  as  indeed  every  mer- 
chant who  erects  a  building  and  carries  on  an  establishment,  will 
purchase  (juantities  of  raw  material  for  hia  oiwrations.  But  the 
main  staple  of  tho  raw  materials  in  two  of  the  three  most  important 
industries  that  may  be  exposed  to  British  competition,  is  not  prO" 
duced  in  Canada,  but  is  imported   from   abroad,   and   the  money 
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•p.Dt  upou  u  i»  .ont  out  of  the  country.  Th«e  two  are  cotton  and 
wool.  Of  coune,  .11  our  raw  cotton  come,  from  ouuidc,  and  w.

There  u  a  onall  amount  of  Canadian  wool  alao  uaed,  but  mort 
of  the  raw  wtK*l  comes  from  outaide.

ihe  Canadian  Covemment  pays  a  lK>unty  of  tbrtr  to  six  dollnre  a 
ton  on  iron  produced  in  Canada 
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In  Uie  comp.rUon  th.t  hw  »H*fi  mudc.  the  Urp«t  of  all  *• 
iK)n.«portinR  c«untri«.  h.v<.  lM*n  omitted,  U.»«»  «1  »7~^ 
jrrZ^Spab.  The  imp..rt  from  (  .nada  in  1002  wm  £116,M0 
out  of  a  U>Ul  import  of  pig  iron  of  £773.0O«  or  a  ^\^^ 
Kingdom  import  of  unmanufactuml  or  aliffhtly  manufact«r«I 
iron,  of  over  £8.000,000. 

Canadians  have  all  recoRnited  the  imj^rtance  ..f  .leveloping 
iron  mining  in  Canada.  A  great  many  million,  of  private  capiUl 
has  boon  invented  in  the  iron  mint*,  and  an  urgent  demand  WM 
made  upon  Uie  (Jovommont  to  protwt  thr«»  investment*,  which 
were  in  danger  of  In-ing  n.inod.  and  of  causing  widespread  miaeir 
and  injury  to  the  credit  of  the  country,  and  of  the  Bnt»h  aa  weu 
aa  other  capitali«t8  who  had  invottod  in  the  mine*. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  bogii.nit.p  of  mu-h  an  mdurtry 
are  tremondou*;  and  thi..  if  ever,  wa«  a  ca«o  in  which  (JovemmMt 
aid  to  an  infant  industry  waa  justified,  on  the  pnnc.pl«  of  th« 
most  rigid  of  political  economists. 

The  Government  had  the  choice  of  aiding  them  by  meymg  a 
oonaiderable  advance  in  the  curtomn  dutiea  upon  iron  generally,  or 
of  giving  bounty  i.i>on  the  ore.  If  the  former  policy  had  been 
adopted,  the  r«ult  would  have  been  to  exclude  large  quantitiee  of 
highly  finished  iron  and  *\a^\  manufactures,  and  the  iron  trade  m 
Britain  would  have  been  injured  by  the  oxcluMon  of  iron  manu- 
factures By  the  policy  adopted,  the  English  iron  manufacturert 
were  still  iK'Tmitted  to  %  .,d  their  manufactured  ir.m  and  steel  at 
lower  rate-  of  dutv  while  they  wm-  enabUnl  t.»  buy  the  Cwiadiaii 
ore  or  pig  in.n  at  a  low.n-  prio.-.  and  «till  to  give  a  con-idoraWa 
developnient  to  our  new  industry  of  inm  mining.  At  preaent 
when  Britain  in  no  way  c..o,H.rat*s  with  us  in  the  .levelopment  of 
our  industric*,  there  i.  no  reason  why  wo  should  seek  to  Imut  com- 
petition with  oth.  r  British  producers  of  iron. 

The  Canadian  Innintv  does  not.  however,  discnminafce  again* 
the  iron  trade  of  the  Tiuted  Kingdom.  It  in  not  a  bounty  >n  iron 
exported,  but  on  all  iron  pnKiuced.  Their  iron  manufacturer,  ao 
far  as  these  bounties  go.  are  affected  precisely  in  the  «une  way

CHAPTER  X. 


ronciOM  TRADE  rOLICT. 

A  word  ihould  be  tddod  iipon  the  effect  of  this  policj  on  our 
.relfttions  with  tlio  United  States  and  other  foreijm  countries 

Wo  ■hall,  of  course,  remain  free  t<»  adopt  either  hiph  proteo- 
tion  or  low  dutiea  aa  wo  see  fit     I  do  not  approve  of  a  ',^\wy  of 
unrea«>nahly  hiph  duties  even  apainrt  foreign  muntriw.       The 
policy  rccommonded  bv  the  Montreal  Star  of  raioinp  our  tariff 
to  the  level  of  that  of  tlie  I'nited  States,  and  then  pivinp  a  prefer- 
ence of  one-half  in  favour  of  British  wiuntries,  would  appear  to  me 
most  unwiw.     detain  manufacturers  have  also  recommended  that 
wo  should  raise  our  tariff  to  »!()  per  cent,  and  then  reduce  it  on**- 
half  in  favour  of  British  countries.       Either  of  thew   proposnls 
aliould  bo  ondemnrtl.     We  would  be  verv  foolii-h  to  attempt  to 
frame  our  policy  by  a  scr\ile  imitation  of  that  of  another  country, 
riui  tariff  must  be  framed  to  suit  the  requirements    of    our    own 
j)eopIe  and  of  our  own  revenue.     Ketaliatioa  can  only  bo  ju.»tified 
where  our  industries  are  expressly  threatened  by  the  hoatilo  atU- 
tude  of  foreipn  countriw,  and  then  only  so  far  as  is  nccessaiy  to 
protect  our  own  merchants  and  manufacturers  ngainsl  injustice.  If  it 
appears  that  a  Canadian  industry-  is  ruined  by  the  hostile  action  of 
a  foreign  country,  cr  by  foreign  competitors  under  the  protection  of 
a  hostile  tariff  apainst  us.  which   excludes  us  from   comjwtlng  in 
their  markets,  in  such  a  case  it  may  be  the  duty  of  the  CJovemment 
to  protect  the  individual  Canadian  citizen   from   unfair   artificial 
competition  from  outside.     But  this  does  not  apply  to  competition 
with  the  mother  countrj',  which  doe«  not  and  will  not  exclude  us 
from  her  markets.  If  any  attempt  i»  made  by  English  manufacturer! 
to  8acriticc  their  p.kk1.h  below  cost  in  Canada,  Canadian  merehanta 
oan  buy  these  goods  and  ship  them  back  to  the  mother    country, 
where    they    will  be  admitted  free  of  duty;  and  such  competition 
will  not  bo  unduly  oppressive,  if  it  does  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
the  return  freight.    The  Canadian    manufacturers  in  like  manner

To  do  m  is  to  make  an  unfair  and  unjuft  ute 
of  powi«ni  that  hf\<mf,  to  the  Oovemment  for  altogether  different 
purpo«'«.  Any  attempt  to  exeroiae  auch  a  power  ia  almoM  a  moral 
juaUfication  for  smuggling.  The  majority  haa  no  right  to  tyran- 
nia«  oTer  the  Ipgitimate  deairea  of  the  minority,  and  it  may  b«  a  lo- 
gitimate  deaire  for  any  man  to  deal  with  a  foreign  merchant  or 
,  manufacturer.  On  thia  pobt  the  underiying  motto  of  the  ( 'obd.n 
(Ittb,  "Peace  on  earth  end  good  will  among  nation^"  i«  a  maxim 
of  the  bigheat  moral  and  political  ralue.  It  can  never  be  produc 
tire  of  good  will  between  nationa  if  the  leading  principle  of  our 
policy  ia  to  injure  them  becanae  we  belicre  that  they  have  injunj 
ua.  Any  *uch  interference  with  the  liberty  of  individual  citizent 
ought  to  be  confined  to  eaaet  in  which  our  manufacturera  or  moi^ 
chanta  hare  auiuined  a  real  and  aubatantial  injuatice  by  the 
deliberate  action  of  the  foreign  tUte,  and  our  duties  should  not  U 
higher  in  general  U.nn  the  rerenuea  of  our  country  require. 

Where  there  is  a  manifest  injuntire  it  may  be  the  duty  of 
Parliament  to  impo^  even  prohibitive  dutiei.  but  thia  most  be 
never  loohe<l  upon  &•  a  normal  condition  of  affairs  betwean  mir 
country  and  otir  neighlK>Hn*  or  other  foreigneia. 

The  conme  that  we  nhould  folloxv  w-ith  regard  to  rvciproeity 
with  th..  rnited  StateK  ^h.Mild  therefore  be  that  we  are  willing  to 
meet  them,  after  the  new  Imperial  policy  has  come  into  force,  in  a 
•pint  of  fair  and  friendly  negoUation,  but  the  cardinal  principle  of 
nflir  poUcy  must  be  that  no  reciprocity  «ui  be  entertained  that  may 
interfere  with  the  realiaation  or  perpetuation  of  a  avstem  imder 
which  the  different  countriea  of  the  British  Empire  a^  to  be  united 
together  upon  more  favourable  terns  than  are  to  be  granted  to 
foreignera.  The  sudden  desire  on  the  part  of  American  farme™, 
miUew,  furniture  and  carriage  makers  for  reciprwitv  with  Canada 
«  cau«xl  entirely  by  the  hope  of  defeating  a  avstem  under  which 
we  are  to  receive  better  treatment  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
Kingdom  than  will  be  extended  to  them.  So  long  as  wc  dasin>d 
maprocitv  on  business  principles,  it  was  rejected.  Now  that  we 
have  the  opportunity  of  getting  a  n^batantial  advantage  over  them 
in  our  be.t  market,  we  must  not  be  ao  short^ghted  aa  to  entangle
